NEW YOBK, March 1.—The Ward 
ine steamer Orizaba, which arrived 
•esterday morning from Mexican ports 
and Havana, brings the first details of 
he reported uprising in Cuba. The 
Orizaba reached Havana about 8 o'clock 
ast Sunday morning, and left again 
,t 10:30, consequently tha officer* and 
hrough passengers did not hare an op- 
(ortunity to gather particulars as to 
he extent of the revolution. It was 
earned, however, that on the morning 
>f Sunday, the 34th inst., the rebel 
Gen. Julio Sanguili, was arrested, to- 
gether with about thirty members of 
he first families, and was imprisoned 
n the Cabanas or military prison. 
tost of these prisoners were young 
men. 


It was-also reported that about 300 
ither arrests had been made of those 
uspected of entertaining revolution- 
ary ideas. The whole island of Cuba 
was at once placed under martial law. 


In the opinion of Purser Saportas of 
he Orizaba the names and plans of the 
evolutionists had been betrayed to 
.he representatives of the govern- 
ment in consequence of very strong 
lisseusions among the rebels. The

all the rebels, the insurgents in the 
northern portion of the island de- 
manding that Manuel Garcia, the no-

abiding citizens.

They defined the attitude of the in- 
surgents to the authorities and ex- 
plained to him the reforms that they 
desired. The committee are now re- 
tarning to Baire, accompanied by a 
delegation from the autonomist party 
in Santiago. 


Irregular troops overtook theGuana- 


tanaino insurgents Wednesday even- 
ing and opened fire upon them. The 
insurgents stood their ground after 
they saw further flight would be use- 
less. The result of the fight is not 
known here. 


Marcos Garcia, formerly a revolu-

above that of the welfare of the munici- 
pality. 
Partisanship in politics has become so 


intense that the managers as long as 
they work together can count on a blind 
party support. 
The extent to which 


men will go for party interests and party 
spoils has been well illustrated recently 
in our city in public speech and in party 
organ. That the day of awakening has 
come I believe. The organization of the 
Municipal club of Decatur and your 
presence here to-night indicates your 
purpose to have a better city govern- 
ment than Decatur has yet reached; 
that you refuse to follow a party when 
it leads where in your judgment it 
should not go; that you believe the laws 
of our city can be enforced and that 
public money can be more wisely ex- 
pended. 
When parties have failed and are dis- 


loyal to the best interests of the city 
you have the right and it is your duty, 
as well as the duty of every citizen who 
desires the true welfare of our city, to 
take such steps as will insure the best 
government, where concessions shall be 
made to no class, where men who do 
not obey the law shall be punished, 
where all questions of the city's inter- 
ests shall receive the closest attention, 
and where the strictest business princi- 
ples entirely divorced from, partisan 
politics are to be begun and honestly 
maintained; The financial interests of 
a city should be as sacred as those of a 
private corporation. 
Standing 
then 


upon the declaration of principles which 
is the working basis of your club, 1 ac- 
cept with gratitude the nomination 
which you have tendered me. I believe 
that our success as a city depends upon 
a faithful obedience to the laws that be- 
long to our local self government. 
From money making politicians and 
violators of the law, we will receive no 
overtures, I place myself before you and 
the citizens of Decatur, pledged to the 
object of your organization, which is as I 
understand, to give to the city a good 
business administration where the high- 
est civic duties shall be performed with 
the faithfulness of private interests. 


All of the lawful interests of the city 
are to be equally protected. The licens-

INCOME TAX. 


Something About the Way it W<M 


Collected ia This Distrust Dur- 


ing the War/ 


Bloomlngton Fantagrapb. 


Mr. Peter Folsom was United States 


aeaessor in the eight Illinois district 
from 1862 to 1866. It was then that tha> 
ttrst income tax was assessed, and Mr. 
Folsom yet has many of the books ha 
used then, from which many interesting 
facts could be gleaned. This district waa 
composed of Sangamon, Logan, Ta«e- 
well, Woodford, Livingston, McLean, 
DeWitt and Maoon counties. I i already 
had a collector of internal revenue, Mr. 
Turner King, of Springfield, who after- 
ward died on hie farm near McLean. 
When the new tax to carry on the war 
was imposed an assessor was appointed 
for each district. 
He assessed tho 


amounts and the collector bustled in the 
cash, both officers making a report tp 
Washington. 
. 
Mr. Folsom had a deputy in each 


county, all of whom except Donald 
Grant, of Springfield, are now dead, it 
is believed. He also appointed the gan- 
gers at distilleries, which were assessed. 
Unlike the present law only WOO waa«- 
empt and all of a man's income above 
this figure was taxed $10 a year, whole- 
salers $20. Cigar factories, mills, distil- 
leries, etc., were taxed as was also every 
hide tanned and every pig skin tanned. 
During Mr. Folsom's incumbency only 
one pig skin was tanned in this district 
and a tax of 8 cents was imposed. 


In listing this pigskin, it being the 


only one, Mr. Folsoin classed it *rth 
other hides to avoid making another col- 
umn in his tabular report. Wsishington 
authorities then entered into a volumin- 
ous correspondence about it with him 
and the postage, blanks, labor, etc., to 
collect this 8-cent pig Skin tax amounted 
to nearly II. 
On certain days announced m paper* 


Mr. Folsom appeared in each county 
seat to hear complaints against unjust 
taxation by his deputies. Strange to 
gay these complaints amounted to only 
three or four per year. The people were 
evidently too patriotic to resist a war 
tax.Banks came in for their share, and tha 
First National pf this city paid about 
$160, the Home Bank something like 
$120, and Gridley's Bank 165. One of 
the heaviest was that paid by Jacob 
Bunn's bank at Springfleld, about WOO. 
Many months from the dietilieriea at 
Pekm came $20,000 to $50,000 per month. 


The income tax was then one of the 


smallest items and McLean county did

The first two of these 
classes, together constituting ninety- 
nine per cent, of the whole, may he 
called, without disrespect or disparage- 
ment, amateur Inventors. Those con- 
stituting the third set are really "pro- 
fessional inventors." Some excellent 
suggestions, offered to the latter in 
Engineering Magazine, hy Henry Har- 
rison Suplee, deserve consideration by 
the former. 


This writer's first recommendation is 


that when a man gets an idea he go to 
work and find out what others have 
done in the same direction, so that he 
will not discover, after throwing away 
a lot of labor and time, and perhaps 
money, that some one else has tried the 
same thing and succeeded, or has tried 
and failed. All failures should be care- 
fully studied, so that the reasons there- 
for can be detected and n. repetition 
avoided. It is well to collect facts, 
either in the form' of clippings or writ- 
ten memoranda, copies of patents or 
manufacturers' catalogues, about other 
devices like that which the inventor has 
In mind. 
Above all, it is important 


that a man, before trying to solve a 
problem, carefully inquire whether it 
ia worth solving. 
Merchants, manu- 


facturers and consumers should he con- 
sulted, to see whether a thing would 
sell, if perfected and put on the mar- 
ket. Finally, mechanical laws, means 
of accomplishing an end simply with- 
out waste of power or material and 
fundamental principles should be ea- 
gerly and thoroughly studied, in books, 
by personal observation and by in- 
quiry. It is the inventor who works 
along these lines and looks upon inven- 
tion as a science and not as a hap-haz- 
ard affair who makes the greatest hits 
commercially.

senate—almost all of them in bulk. 
'There was an effort by Mr. Vest to have 
the amendment for the purchase of the 
Elaine property on Lafayette place, 
Washington, modified so as to require 
"a, fee simple title" to pass, instead of 
Mrs. Blame's "right, title and inter- 
est" to the property, but that motion 
was defen ted—yeas 26, nays 37—and the 
original amendment was agreed to. 
The $5,250,000 amendment for the pay- 
ment of the sugar bounty did not even 
have the distinction of a separate 
Tote, but was covered np in the gen- 
eral vote for all the amendments. So, 
too, with the amendment providing a 
retiring list for officers of the revenue 
cutter se*vice. 


An effo-t was made by Mr. Stewart 


to have J tr. Wolcott's amendment for 
the appointment of delegates to an in- 
ternational monetary conference modi- 
fied so as to prohibit the delegates 
from agreeing to any higher ratio be- 
tween gold and silver than 16 to 1; but 
he was not able to muster more than 
eleven votes on his side; and a motion 
to recons der the vote agreeing to the 
Woleott unendmentwas also defeated: 
Yeas, 9; i.ays, S3. So the provision for 
the appoi atment of nine delegates re- 
mains in he bill. 


The bill now goes to a conference, 


•where it will probably be subjected to 
considerable pruning. The conferees 
on the part of the senate are Senator 
CocUrell (dem., Mo.), Gorman (dem., 
Md.) and Allison (rep., la.).

abort executive session, followed by i 
recess till 8 p. m., ninety-two pages o! 
the bill—over two-thirds of the whole 
—had bean completed, with no more 
delay ths n was required for the two 
reading clerks to run through it, omit- 
ing most of the reading matter between 
the opeung and closing of each para 
graph.

•were offc red by Mr. Hoar, and agreed 
to, to pay Senator Martin (dem., Kan.) 
91,000 foi his expenses in defending his 
right to his seat, and to pay the con- 
testant, Joseph W. Ady, $2,000 for his 
expenses in contesting it.

GOLD WITHDRAWALS, 


Contrary to Bayectatlone, Continue from 


the Ualted Stutes Treasury. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—Since Feb- 


ruary 12, the date the first gold was 
paid in by the' BelinontrMorgan syn- 
dicate on account of the recent sale to 
them of $62,400,000 government bonds 
82,036,617 in gold has been withdrawn 
from the treasury in the redemption 
of United States notes and treasury 
notes. These withdrawals have been 
made very quietly, and have not at 
tracted attention. 


The daily withdrawals, which it was 


hoped and believed would cease on the 
gold reserve being strengthened, have 
continued so regularly as not to escape 
the notice of treasury officials whc 
have charge of such matters. Yester 
day the redemptions on account of the 
withdrawals aggregated $75,251 t 
since February 12 they have averaged 
9120,000 a day. So far $36,814,343 in 
gold paid in by the Belmont-Morgan 
syndicate has been taken np in the 
treasury gold reserve which yesterda; 
stood at 883,948,732, or an increase 
since February 1 of $43,000,000.

PABIS, March 1.—In regard to the 


difficulty between France and San Do 
mingo, growing out of the nonpay 
meut by the latter of certain claims 
the United States embassy informs the 
United Press that there is no chai 
in the situation.

W. Hebler, the SwiM 
expert, which BM been adapted to the 
.KKcaliber magazine rifle. It Jbaa given 
remarkable results, and Gen. Flakier, 
the army chief at ordnance, apeak* 
warmly in its praise. It weigh* 104 
grain*, or more than 100 grains leal 
than the service ballet, and Is made 
entirely of steel save for a narrow cop- 
per rotating band about the middle. 
The sabot on the rear, made of vulcan* 
Iced fabric, serves merely to seal the 
escape of gas, and does not encumber 
the projectile after the missile leaves 
•the gun. 


Prof. Hebler wrote to the ordnance 


officers at Washington that he expected 
• velocity of 8,000 feet per second 
could be obtained with this bullet in • 
.80-callber rifle, provided conditions ai 
the. powder were suitable. This ex- 
pectation, which increased the Telocity 
by about 1,000 feet over the customary 
speed of the projectile, was surpassed 
In actual experiment. The ordnance 
officer who has been In charge of the 
tests now reports that an Initial ve- 
locity of over 3,100 feet per second was 
attained, using a cliarge of 43 grains oi 
smokeless powder. 


One of the series of tests was com- 


petitive, and the tubular bullet had as 
a rival the service projectile. 
The 


weight of the powder charge of the 
service projectile was 37 grains, and 
that of the tubular bullet 43 grains. 
The mean velocity of the service bullet 
Was 2,028 feet per second, and that of 
the tubular bullet 3,000 feet per sec- 
ond. 


The muzzle energy of the two bul- 


lets was equally at variance. 
The 


service bullet had a muzzle energy of 
1,996, and the tubular bullet that of 
2,331. One feature of the trial was fir- 
ing into well-seasoned oak, cross-grain, 
at a distance of three feet.

Ui* and Atram of Toothpicks. 


The toothpick, judiciously used, Is ot 


undoubted value. 
Of the materials 


used as toothpicks the best is the quill, 
with the sharp point removed, but with 
this, as with all other forms, care 
must be observed. By indiscriminate 
application the gums may be so irri- 
tated and Injured as to cause recession 
and thus increase the existing trouble, 
or inflammation of the tooth membrane' 
may be caused, a most annoying con- 
dition, and one in which the still more 
vigorous use of the toothpick gives 
temporary relief, only In reality to add 
to the fire. Metal toothpicks are good 
because blunt-pointed, but are too 
thick to pass between teeth at all 
close together.
